Hectlon 1. The Select and Common Councils

of the City of Philadelphia do ordain, That the
Mayor oi Philadelphia be and he Is hereby
authorized to borrow, at not less than par, ou
the credit of the city, from time to time, one
million eight hundred thousand dollars, to be
applied as lollows, viz.:

First. To pay deficiencies, one million five
hundred thousand dollars.

Third. For a House of Correction, one hundred
thousand dollars.

Fourth. To ray the increase In the
School Teachers' and House Cleaners'
salaries, one hundred thousand dollars for
which interest, not to exceed the rate of six per
cent, per annum, shall be paid half yearly, on
the first days of January and Julx, at tne olllce
of the City Treasurer.

The principal of said loan Rhall be pay-
able and paid at the expiration of thirty
